Many of them only keep a cow two br 
three years, feed her as much grain as she 
will bear, and when she shows the slight- 
est indications of falling off in her milk 
production they cither sell her or else get 
Ixer ready for the butcher. 
Under their 
treatment i cow has no opportunity to 
grow old. 
She is crowded so hard that 
the period of her highest usefulness is 
passed long before she has become ad- 
vanced in years. 


If she is ])roperly cared lor and judi- 
ciously fed a really good cow may bo 
kept 
many years with profit 
to 
her 
owner. 
Cows have been kept until they 
were eighteen or twenty years . old, and 
been quite productive to the close of this 
period.

Most cows fail so much by 
time they are ten or twelve years old 
that it becomes a question whether it will 
pay to keep them. 


I believe that if a cow is really good 
and is hearty and vigorous it will pay to 
keep her until she is pretty old. 
It is 
true than an old cow needs a little bet- 
ter care than .a good many young cows 
receive, and that it will cost more to feed 
liLi than iz would to keep a younger cow 
of the same size. 
But if the cow is sold 
and a younger one is bought to take her 
place it is not at all certam that as good 
a one will be obtained. 
The old proverb 
assures that *'a bird in the hand is worth 
two in the bush," and many a farmer has 
found that a good cow that was growing 
old was a great deal better than a poor one 
that was still young. And some farmers who 
have had agood dt tl of experience both in 
buying and in raising stock appreciate more 
fully than they used to do the diflSculties 
of scouring first class cows. 
When they 
have a cow that they know to be good 
they do not feel disposed to part with her 
for any trivial cause. 


Another reason for not selling the old 
cows too soon is found in the fact they 
will command only a low price. 
They 
make poor beef; they will not take on 
flesh readily, and the butchers will pay 
but little for them after they are fattened. 
When the cost of feeding is deducted 
from the price received from the butcher, 
it leaves but very little to represent the 
value of the cow before the fattening 
¡process was commenced. 


There is such a tiling as keeping a cow 
too long, but a.s far as ray observation 
goes it is seldom practiced. 
A good 
many farmers do not get as good returns 
from their old cows as they should, but 
this is not the fault of the cows; it is be- 
cause the owners do not feed them lib- 
erally enough and care for them properly. 
This is altogether a different matter from 
incurring a loss by keeping the cows 
after they have gone beyond the point of 
possible profit. 


I l^elieve in r^iising the heifer calves of 
the best milkers and thus having cows 
coming along to take the places of those 
which for'any reason are removed from 
the herd. 
But I do not believe in turn- 
ing cff a good cow merely because she is 
growing old.. I believe it will pay well 
to keep her as long as she is in good 
health and her milking qualities are not 
seriously impaired. 


LOKG KEEPING OF APPLES. 


Winter apples of the best keeping 
rsortsmaybe kept until summer apples 
are available. Of coin-se, perfectly sound 
apples must ha selected—a small bruise 
• or decayed spot cannot be allowed, 
A 
temperature just above 
the 
ireexing 
point, and equable, is essential. Fruits do 
not keep so well in a warm temperature, 
.'and fluctuations are even more to be 
..avoided. 


This should be observed in keeping 
. apples for use during winter and early 
-Spring; and for this reason i: is best to 
have the fruit-room disconnected from 
the cellar, or at least separated from the 
rest of the cellar by a partition. 
If a 
brick partition cannot be afforded, one 
.>of matched boards will answer, 
Sliding 
jsasb will enable one to regulate the tem- 
perature. 
The fruit-room should always 
.contain a reliable thermometer. 


Select the apples for long keeping in 
»the late fall or early winter, and wrap 
tissue paper around each apple, 
BougJit 
in quantity this paper is cheap, and sev- 
^<jral bushels can be wrapped in an hour. 
Place the apples on shelves, stems up. 
"Or, what is perliaps a better plan, pack 
the apples down in fire-dried sawdust or 
•bran, chalf or land plaster. 
The I'ruit 
anay be packed in either kegs, barrels or 
Ijoxes. 
First make a layer of chaff, or 
-whatever is used, an inch thick; then a 
layer of apples, stems up; till all the 
-0pa(¡es MÚth the chaff, and then a layer of 
chuff, and so on. Apples so packed will 
keep nicely in an outhouse with three or 
'four feet "of &traw thrown over them. 
Tiie l;arrels or boxes should rest on the 
ground. 


The apples to be kept late should bo 
5iSborted out in the early spring and 
placed in a room that can be kept gool— 


FAnM AND GARDEN NOTES. 


A woman can aid in caring for poultry, 
and her suggestions are worth consider- 
ing, for nearly every woman is a thought- 
ful guide in the care of such stock, and 
should be given an opportunity to use 
her judgment. 


The stalks from old asparagus beds 
should be burned, and a good dressing 
of manure spread over the ground. 
Any 
good, rich garden soil is suitable for as- 
parai/us. 
Newly set plants should be 
lightly covered during winter. 


Many a crop of fruit is lost, and many 
'a fruit tree dies from the unsuspected 
cause of in jui'y to the roots by hard freez- 
ing. 
Protect them by tramping 
the 
snow hard, and covering with long man- 
ure. 
In the case of peach trees this will 
tend to prevent early bloom, and loss of 
fruit by late frosts, 


A practical test will convince the 
dairyman that his cows are capable of 
consuming and digesting much more 
food than the usual allowance. 
Experi- 
ment will soon denote which of the cows 
pay best, by noting whether the excess 
of food is converted into increased quan- 
tity of milk or into fiesh. 


The amount of honey to expect from 
a hive cannot be estimated from tlie 
number of bees in the colony, but upon 
the advantages possessed by the bees for 
working. 
During long spells of wet 
wiatlier the bees can do no w'ork, nor 
cun they fill the combs unless they have 
ample opportunity upon which to work. 
There must be bloom of some kind or 
there will be but little liouey. 


When chiclcs of different ages are run- 
ning together and older birds are about 
the food for the little ones should be 
thrown under slatted coops into which 
only auch can enter. 
This will save the 
youngest and the delicate from being 
trampled upon and crowded out, and 
will give them chiince to eat their fill at 
tlieir leisure. 
They will soon find out 
' what it means and more often than not 
will be found waiting in the pens for the 
food to be thrown to them.

Important (Decision. 


The Supreme Court of Pennsylva- 


nia has recently rendered several 
decisions of general irterest in mat- 
ter of road tax. -The right of farmers 
to work out their road tax has been 
generally if not universally conceded; 
supervisors in a few townships insist- 
ed that the tax must be paid in money. 
A test case has been decided in favor 
of the tax-payers, and their right to 
work out the tsx distinctly and finally 
affirmed. 
Tn other eases collectors of 


road taxes have claimed a commission 
on the part worked out as well as that 
paid into the township treasury. 
The Supreme court decided that all 
claims for such commissions should.be 
rejected, the working out of the tax 
imposing no labor on the collector or 
treasurer, but on the supervisor who 
is paid for his services. 


From Gettysburg to Washington. 


The aggressive action of President 


Hood, of the Western Maryland, in 
arranging to build a line to connect | 
with the Reading and Chiekies Fur- 
nace, has stirred up the Gettysburg 
and Harrisburg railroad, and it has 
now been positively decided to build a 
direct air-line from Gettysburg to 
Washington, D. C., in the interest of 
that company. Mr. Hood's plans if 
carried out, will result in practically 
paralleling the Gettysburg and Har- 
risburg railroad, and will result in 
cutting in two the basines of the north 
to the great battlefield.

To (Benefit ike Farmers. 


In the Senate Monday, Senator 


Yance introduced a bill to establish 
in every county of each of the several 
States a United States agricultural 
depository to be under the control of 
the Treasury Department and under 
conditions which prescribe that the 
average gross amount per annum of 
cotton, wheat, corn, oats and tobacco 
produced and sold in each county for 
two years previous, exceeded $500,000 


The bill provides that any owner of 


cotton, wheat, corn, oats or tobacco 
may deposit the same in the nearest 
depository and receive therefor Treas- 
ury notes equal to 80 per cent, of the 
market price of the products. The 
manager of the depository shall give 
to the depositor a warehouse receipt 
showing the amount, etc., its value, 
the amount of .notes advanced; bat 
the interest on the money so advanced 
is at the rate of 1 per cent. 


These deposits of cotton and other 


staples may be redeemed by the hold- 
er'of the warehouse receipt at any de- 
pository by the surrender of the re- 
ceipt and the payment in lawful mon- 
ey of the amount originally advanced 
by the depositor and such further 
amount as may be necessaiy to 
discharge all interest as may have 
accrued against it, and all insurance, 
warehouse and other charges. 
The 


term of office for a manager of a de- 
pository shall be two years. The 
sum of $50,000 is appropriated to 
carry out- the provisions of the bilL

The Supreme Court of Pennsylva- 
nia has recently rendered several 
decisions of general ii tsrest in mat- 
ter of road tax. The right of farmers 
to work out their road tax has been 
generally if not universally conceded; 
supervisors in a few townships insist- 
ed that the tax must be paid in money. 
A test case has been decided in favor 
of the tax-payers, and their right to 
work out the tax distinctly and finally 
affirmed. In other cases collectors of 
road taxes have claimed a commission 
on the part worked out as well as that 
paid into the township 
treasury. 
Tbe Supreme court decided that all 
claims for such commissions should.be 
rejected, the working out of the tax 
imposing no labor on the collector or 
treasurer, but on the supervisor who 
is paid for his services.

The aggressive action of President 
Hood, of the Western Maryland, in 
arranging to build a line to connect 
with the Reading and Chickies Fur- 
nace, has stirred up the Gettysburg 
and Harrisburg railroad, and it has 
now been positively decided to build a 
direct air-line from Gettysburg 
to 
Washington, D. 0,, in the interest of 
that company. 
Mr. Hood's plans if 
carried out, will result in practically 
paralleling the Gettysburg and Har- 
risburg railroad, and will result in 
cutting in two the busines of the north 
to the great battlefield. 
The man- 
agers of the property of the G. & H. 
railroad have surveyed three routes 
from Gettysburg to the national cap- 
ital, and have selected the most feasi- 
ble, which runs through Carroll coun- 
ty, Md., touching Westminster and 
passing within a few miles of Balti- 
more, 
The road will connect with a 
spur of the Pennsylvania road just 
outside Baltimore and use the termi- 
nals of that company in

and also in Washington. 


The new line will pass through a 
wealthy agricultural country at pres- 
ent poorly supplied with railroad fa- 
cilities and which will give some local 
traffic.

To benefit the 
Farmers. 


In the Senate Monday, Senator 
Vance introduced a bill to establish 
in every county of each of the several 
States a United States agricultural 
depository to be under the control of 
the Treasury Department and under 
conditions which prescribe that the 
average gross amount per annum of 
cotton, wheat, corn, oats and tobacco 
produced and sold in each county for 
two years previous, exceeded $500,000 
The bill provides that any owner of 
cotton, wheat, corn, oats or tobacco 
may deposit the same in the nearest 
depository and receive therefor Treas- 
ury notes equal to 80 per cent, of tbe 
market price of the products. 
The 
manager of the depository shall give 
to the depositor a warehouse receipt 
showing the amount, etc., its value, 
the amount of notes advanced; but 
the interest on the money so advanced 
is at the rate of 1 per cent. 


These deposits of cotton and other 
staples may be redeemed by the hold- 
er of the warehouse receipt at any de- 
pository by the surrender of the re- 
ceipt and the payment in lawful mon- 
ey of the amount originally advanced 
by the depositor and such further 
amount as may 
be 
necessary to 
discharge all interest 
as may have 
accrued against it, and all insurance, 
warehouse and other charges. 
The 
term of office for a manager of a de- 
pository 
shall be two years. 
The 
sum of $50,000 is appropriated to 
carry out the provisions of the bill.

According to statistics published by a 
Hungarian paper, the disease caused 90S 
deaths in London in one week, and' in 
Vienna 60,000 persons were affected. 
In 1737 and 1743 there were further 
outbreaks, dud the deaths iu one week 
in London amounted to 1000. 
In 1775 
domestic animals were first attacked by 
it. 
In 1782 40,000 persons fell ill of it 
in St. Petersburg in twenty-four hours. 
In St. Petersburg quinine has been served 
out daily to the troops, mixed with vodka, 
the Russian brandy. 


In 1864 China supplied ninety-sevea 
for cent, of the tea consumed in the world, 
and India three per cent. 
In 1888 she 
supplied forty-three per cent, and India 
fifty-nine per cent.

CAKE OF CniXiDUEN's TEKTH. 


The care of teeth is very important. 
This should begin as soon as there are any 
teeth to care for. 
Buy a soft brush. 
Hard brushes not only wear away the 
enamel, but they injure the gums and 
cause them to recede—and let your little 
boy or girl learn to use it while little 
more than an infant. 


In cleaning the teeth it is not necessary 
to use powder more than two or three 
times a week, but a brush should be used 
every morning. 
Floss should be used af- 
ter each meal in order to extract any par- 
ticles of food which may be lodged be- 
tween the teeth. 
The method of using 
it is simple: 


Run the thread around and between 
the teeth by putting it through the spaces 
that separate them. 
In brushing 
the 
teetlxdo not run the brush from right 'to 
left, but up and down; this lets the 
bristles in between the teeth, thereby 
cleaning them thoroughly all around.— 
New

KECIPJSS. 


CANDY MAKING. 


There are few more enjoyable and in- 
spiriting pleasures for the young, looking 
for sport indoors, than to get into a clean 
kitchen, with a brisk fire, and have a 
genuine, 
old-fashioned 
''candy-pull." 
The fun itself is exhilarating, the results 
of such an evening's pleasure are de- 
cidedly sweet aud satisfactory for many 
days thereafter. 
In this case it is hard 
to ''improve on the old way," for such 
crisp and delicious sticks as are made 
after the following ancient formula, are 
certainly very '*hard to beat." 
Of 
course, clean hands, clean aprons and 
clean implements are the -ery first re- 
quisites. 
Now put two quarts of real 
molasses, the best quality, but not syrup, 
into a bright saucepan, and boil moder- 
ately, stirring briskly, until it is suffi- 
ciently thickened, until, when a little is 
dropped into cold water,or upon a hand- 
ful of snow, it immediately becomes hard 
and brittle. 
Then stir into it one tea- 
spoonful of cream of tartar, and simmer 
ten minutes longer. 
This makes it white 
and tender. 
Then remove from the fire, 
and stir in one ounce of essence of winter- 
green. 
This gives it a good flavor, a 
peculiar relish. 
Now pour the whole 
into a buttered flat dish, and put in a 
cold place till it is of a proper consistency 
to be easily handled. 
Now butter the 
hands, and with two persons, two pairs 
of hands, draw out the mess, and fold 
over, and "pull*' again, and repeat, a'd 
libitum, till it is very light in color, and 
smooth and delicate ia texture. 
At this 
juncture the real pulling is where the fun 
generally comes in. 
Lastly, draw it out 
sufficiently to cut in proper size and 
length for "sticks," lay them on a flat 
buttered dish, and when perfectly cold, 
this old-fashioned candy is ready to eat, 
is easily disposed of, for it is the best of 
its kind, not excepting the brirtie flakes 
of molasses candy found at the confec- 
tioners. 
Another kind of home-made 
candy—of sugar, is very good, and easily 
made. 
Put into a sa.icepan six cups of 
granulated sugar, one cup of vinegar, or 
lemon juice, if preferred, one cup of hot 
I water, one large spoonful of butter, one 
teaspoonful of carbonate of soda, dis- 
solved in a little hot water. Boil all these 
ingredients together, moderate'y, 
for 
forty minutes, stirring occasionally. Add 
a largo spoinful cf vanilla. 
This candy 
can be pither poured upon a buttered 
plate, to cool, or pulled like the molasses 
candy, and made into sticks,—New 
York 
Observer^ 


¿cnlloped Potatoes—Pare the potatoes, 
cover the bottom of a baking-dish with 
bread crumbs, then add a layer of sliced 
potatoes, then bits of butter, salt and 
pepper; fill the dish with alternate la}'- 
ers, wet the whole with milk, aud bake 
the whole for an hour and a half. 


Spanish Fritters—Trim the crust from 
some fcitule bread, baker's, or, if home- 
made, it should be very light. 
Cut in 
any pretty, fanciful shape, and soak in 
a mixture of beaten egg, one cupful of 
cream or milk, two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, aud a little nutmeg and cinnamon. 
Fry a light brown, and cut with stewed 
fruit or a sweet sauce. 


Indian Sandwiches—^These may be 
made from ^ raixture of veal r^x chicken, 
mixed with cliopped cooked ham or 
tongue. 
After tae two are rubbed to- 
gether, to each half pint may be added a 
tablespoonful of stock, a teaspoonful of 
essence of anchovy or a little lemon 
juice. 
Cut tLin slices of tread from the 
i^af, then with a round biscuit cutter cut 
out the sandwiches, butter each lightly, 
aud toast until golden brown. 
Spread 
over them while hot a thin layer of the 
mixture, aud press two together.
